Ho use press secretary Pierre Sal­ 
inger said: “ He co ntinued to be 
ho peful that there will be agree­ 
ment between the parties co ncern­ 
ed which will permit a cessatio n of 
ho stilities and the dev elo pment of 
a neutral and independent Lao s.” 
Gro my ko , a few mo ments earlier, 
said after a 56-minute co nference 
with Kennedy that: “ The President 
and I, after o ur co nv ersatio ns, ex ­ 
pressed the ho pe that po ssibilities 
wo uld be found o f settling the La­ 
o tian questio ns peacefully .” 
Gro my ko added that they ex ­ 
pressed ho pe fo r an agreement on 
peaceful dev elo pment o f a po licy 
of neutrality .

o v al o ffice, flanked by adv isers. 
Then they stepped o ut into the 
White Ho use garden on a warm, 
sunny day , sat down on a wo o den 
bench and co ntinued to talk alo ne.

tho ugh he used an interpreter. 
Kennedy and Gro my ko went back 
inside and m et again briefly with 
their adv isers. 
While they were in the garden, 
Mrs. Kennedy cam e up and sho o k 
hands with the fo reign minister. 
Salinger wras asked whether Ken­ 
nedy and Gro my ko discussed the 
po ssibility o f a cease-fire in Lao s. 
The press secretary replied he 
co uld no t go into specific m atters 
discussed. 
British Pro po sal 
As fo r pro spects fo r a So v iet 
reply to Britain’s pro po sal fo r a 
cease-fire in Lao s and a general 
settlement fo rmula, Salinger said 
Gro my ko had to ld Kennedy that 
his go v ernment is study ing the 
British plan carefully and intends 
to reply in the near future. 
Asked whether Gro my ki had in­ 
dicated what the general tone of 
the So v iet reply will be, Salinger 
said: “ He did no t.” 
While o ther pro blems were dis­ 
cussed to so m e ex tent, Salinger 
repo rted, mo st o f the co nference 
dealth with the Lao tian crisis. 
Gro my ko said he had ex pressed 
to the president “ certain co nsider­ 
atio ns” o f So v iet Prem ier Nikita 
Khrushchev and the go v ernment in 
Mo sco w on the crisis. He did no t 
spell out tho se co nsideratio ns. 
Gro my ko said he did no t bring 
any written m essage fo r the Pres­ 
ident. His 
reply to a 
questio n 
abo ut a m essage clearly indicated 
he had giv en Kennedy an o ral m es­ 
sage fro m Khrushchev .

BANKOK, Thailand </P)— 
Meeting under the threat of

The repo rt fro m Mo sco w that 
the So v iet Unio n had appro v ed the 
Western pro po sal fo r a ceasefire in 
Lao s electrified the SEATO co nfer­ 
ence. But U.S. Secretary o f State 
Dean Rusk cautio ned an aide to 
wait fo r o fficial wo rd and added, 
“ Any reply will hav e to be ex ­ 
amined carefully befo re it can be 
assessed.” 
Rusk apparently spo ke fo r mo st 
o f the eight-natio n alliance when 
he to ld the o pening sessio n o f the 
SEATO Co uncil o f Fo reign Min 
isters tha>: “ peace is po ssible o nly 
through restraining tho se who break 
it in co ntempt o f law .” 
Rusk cited the Co mmunist threat 
to both Lao s and South Viet Nam 
and reminded the ministers that the 
alliance has an o bligatio n “ to assist 
the peo ples o f So utheast Asia in 
their fight fo r their freedo m.” 
“ Speaking fo r m y co untry ,” the 
American co ntinued. 
“ I wish to 
assure the m em bers o f this o r­ 
ganizatio n 
and

Rusk repo rtedly made an ev en 
stro nger statem ent o f the Airier 
ican po sitio n to o fficials o f the 
U.S.

SEATO meeting, telling them that 
the United States wo uld no t flinch 
fro m po sitiv e actio n if the So v iet 
Unio n refuses to go alo ng with a 
ceasefire in Lao s. “ We will fight 
if it is necessary ,” an American in 
fo rmant said.

co mplicate the situatio n in Lao s,” 
Prav da said. 
Prav da co mmented fav o rably on 
President Kennedy ’s call at a news 
co nference fo r a truly neutral Lao s. 
It was understo o d fro m diplo ­ 
matic so urces that the British pro ­ 
po sals on Lao s—ex pressed in a no te 
to th* Kremlin March 23—are being 
studied and a reply can be ex ­ 
pected sho rtly . 
Blames West 
Prav da, 
blaming 
the 
Lao tian 
crisis on the Western po wers, ac­ 
cused SEATO o f bringing Chinese 
Natio nalist so ldiers into the co n­ 
flict. It warned against interv entio n 
by any SEATO natio n and demand­ 
ed U. S. military adv isers get o ut 
of the Asian kingdo m. 
Prav da 
declared 
that 
fo rce 
would be met with fo rce if neces­ 
sary , but its main em phasis was 
on nego tiatio ns fo r a peaceful so ­ 
lutio n. 
“ Observ er” 
The article was signed “ Observ ­ 
er,” meaning it cam e fro m the 
highest go v ernment autho rity . 
Altho ugh it put the blame on the 
United States fo r the situatio n in 
Lao s and took issue with much that 
President Kennedy said at his news 
co nference Thursday , the Observ er 
article welco med “ the statement 
o f the President that the United 
States wants peace in Lao s and not 
war. 
“ They want to so lv e the pro blem 
in a co nference and not on the bat­ 
tle! lelds. That is what the So v iet 
Unio n wants.”
